| IMPLEMENT SHED 


GOOD INVESTMENT 


} 
Regarding shelter for agricultural 
| implements, I may say Jt has often 
puzzled me to know just why so many 
farmers are very carefu] about so 
many things and so careless regarding 
he shelter of those valuable instru- 

mente of cultivation and the harvest, 
their farm implemente. 

There is absolutely no doubt in my 
nmrind about the profit of an Invest- 
ment in an implement shed. I believe 
not one farmer tn one hundred will 
disagree with this statement. All agree 
it would be profitable, 
evil day the building of the implement 
shed is left unthi the last. If there is 
any argument at al], it Is easily settled. 
A fair implement shed can be built 

;} for $400. probably a little less cold 
cash if we do a part of the work ana 
get part of the rough lumber from our 
own bush. The interest on this invest- 


ment, making due allowance for de- 
preciation would be $40. Now the av- 
erage farmer has invested in farm 
iinplements and wagons approximate- 
ly $800. "A fair rate of interest on this 


investment, if kept properly houeed, 
would be 15 per cent., allowing 6 per 
cent. for interest on investment and 9 
per cent. for depreciation. making a 
total charge of $120. Now, if these im- 
plements were not housed what should 
we charge for depreciation? A very 
conservative estimate would be that 
the life of the implement feuld be 
only half as long. We must then 
charge an extra 9 per cént. on our 
investment of $800 which would be 
extra $72. This charge is nearly dou- 
ble the cost of maintajning an imple- 
ment shed. Coupled th this extra 
charge is all the trouble and dissat- 
isfaction that comes from handling 
rusty and weather-beaten implements. 
Half days and days are lost while 
shafts are being replaced in the horse

HOT-AIR JACKET. 

If it is desirable to improve an old 
type carburetor for better vaporiza- 
tion instal a hot-air jacket on the 
inlet manifold, and connect to the 
jacket a flexible tube running from 
the engine's exhaust pipe to the jac- 
ket, amd another from jacket back to 
the exhaust pipe, thus allowing the 
hot exhaust gases to heat the miz- 
ture before it passes into the cyMn- 
ders. The jacket may be made of a 
pipe somewhat larger in diametet 
than the manifold, should cover about 
three-fourihs or more of its dength, 
and must be closed at each end by 
welding to the manifold. The jacket 
ean also be heated by extending a 
tubé from the exhaust pipe through 
the jacket and down toward the oil 
pan, where the exhaust gases will 
escape.

Gerstood exactly what type of closed 
car was meant when the tec 
trade names applied to these various 
inclosed models were used in describ- 
ing them.

At the present time according to 
a prominent auto dealer, there are at 
least six @istinct types of closed mod- 
els on the market, of which the sedan, 
coupe, limousine are the leaders.
